In order to get a t the tru th 
of the m atter, th e E agle proposes 
to dig down to a solid foundation 
an d show w hat the claim s of Bry 
an rest upon. 
All recognizdd au 
thorities will agree th a t the b an k 
ing facilities and interests of an y 
town are th e basis of its com m er­ 
cial operations and the extent of 
the latter m ay be un errin g ly deter 
m ined by the m agnitude of the 
former. 
To m ake the application 
w ithout m u ltip ly in g words, B ryan 
and N avasota each have two n a­ 
tional b anks and only two.

B ryan banks each have $100,000 
capital stock. Tho Navasota banks

centers as Bryan require $100,000

Bryan is head and sh oul­ 


ders above any other town in Cen­ 


tral Texas, as a business point, or 


any place in the state with a p o p u ­ 


lation n et exceeding 5,000. 


But we are not yet through with 


our lesson in banking. 
W e h a v e 


before us the sworn s ^ u n e n t s of 
the cashiers of the Merchants-' and 
P lanters’ National hank and the 
F rat N ational bank, of Bryan, a n d 
also of Hie F irst National bank and 
Citizens N ational bank, of N ava­ 
sota. 
The latter are published in 
the Navasota D aily E xam iner and 
all four statem ents are issued u n ­ 
der the sam e date, as tho law re­ 
quires, “ at th e close of business 
Sept. 30, 1901.” 
W e find the to­ 
tal loans and discounts of th e B ry ­ 
an ban k s are $460,707.74, and the 
total leans and discounts of the 
Navasota b anks are $222,310.58, 
showing this item with the B ryan 
h an k s to be $238,397.16 heaviest, 
or more th an double th a t of Nav- 
rsota. 
Passing on to the item of 
individual 
deposits 
subject 
to 
check, which shows the real lim i­ 
ness status of the two towns, the 
Eagle finds th a t the Bryan banks 
have individual deposits, subject 
to check, aggregating $500,685.19, 
and the N avasota b an k s have in ­ 
dividual deposits, subject to check, 
aggregating $218,044.69. 
The dif­ 
ference In favor ot Bryan is $282, 
640.50. 
Here, Bgain, B ryan more 
th a n doubles N avasota, and right 
here the Eagle challenges any town 
in Texas, n o t exceeding 5,000 in 
population, to show up such a rec­ 
ord as a business center. 
Now we h av e another incident to 
relate regarding the advantages of 
B ryan as a trading point. 
Mr. 
Sam uel Levy is authority for the 
statem en t th a t Mr. C. VV. Carr, 
the well-known traveling man who 
resides at Navasota, recently p u r­ 
chased about $500 worth of fu rn i­ 
ture from Levy Bros., of B ryan, 
and the latter paid the local freight 
on the furniture to Navasota and 
the expense of sending a roan down 
there to p u t it up. 
Mr. Carr, who, 
as stated, lives 
at Navasota and 
travels for a H ouston firm, 
was 
posted on prices and co m p lim en t­ 
ed the B ryan firm on com peting 
successfully even 
with Houston. 
In a word, the B ryan dealers can 
afford so sell furniture to Navasota 
people and give them free delivery 
the sam e as to local 
customers. 
Before closing this article, the E a ­ 
gle feels that, in justice to a re 
spectable citizen of N orth G rim es 
county; to the business interests 
of B r y a n , and to the paper itself, 
reference should 
once more 
be 
made to the barbed wire incident 
published in these colum ns about 
two weeks ago.

Mr. Jo h n sto n ascer­ 
tained and pro m p tly replied th a t 
he could get the sam e wire here at 
$3 85 per IOO pounds. 
As a re­ 
sult, the gentlem an took the money 
he got for his cotton in N avasota 
and bought 1000 pounds at a total 
saving of $6.50 below the Navasota 
price.” 
T his statem ent having been d e ­ 
nied and denounced as a fake, Mr. 
M. VV. W heeler, the gentlem an re­ 
ferred to, who was h ere,along with 
scores of other Grim es county peo­ 
ple to see the big circus, (w hich 
gave two perform ances at B ryan 
and one at N avasota) and do their 
trading, k in d ly gives the Eagle the 
following a ffid a v it:

are flocking to B ryan every week 
in greater num bers. 
The Eagle has no desire to re­ 
flect on th e N avasota banks; they 
are conducted by gentlem en who 
are thorough business men, and as 
sugge-ted above, are no doubt ad­ 
equate to the d em ands of the bu s­ 
iness interests of th at city. 
We 
may also add th a t th e Eagle did 
not 
begin 
this controversy, but 
sim ply raised its voice in defense 
of B ry an — when its 
hom e 
town 
was attacked.

New York, Ooh IS.—Aooording to a 
dispatch to The Journal from Sofia, fur­ 
ther word has oorne from Miss Stone In 
the following undated letter, w ritten 
from Macedonia to W. W. Peet, treas­ 
urer of Turkish missions in Constanti­ 
nople: 
“ My Honored Friend—I w rite to in­ 
form yon ou the 3rd of September I was 
captured by a greaf number of armed 
m en—wino 40—as I traveled from Ban* 
sko to Dintualia w ith about IS teachers, 
students aud others. 
“ They took w ith me for my compan­ 
ion Mrs. Catherine Tsilka. 
The reason 
why they captured me is for ransom. 
The price which they demand for us is 
£25,000, Turkish, which sum m ust bo 
paid iu gold, and this entirely w ithout 
tho knowledge of the Turkish or Bulga­ 
rian governments, w ithin the term of 
IS days from today. 
"The conditioi of Mrs. Tsilka decided 
the lim it as she is to give birth to a 
child in three months. 
“ We are pursued by a Turkish army. 
I beg Dr. Haskell himself to go to Con­ 
stantinople and exert himself for tile 
paym ent of the ransom at Saroakoy, 
where men will receive it on present­ 
ing an order from me. 
"T he men who captured us at first 
showed courtesy and consideration to­ 
ward us, but now, since Turkish sol­ 
diers and Bashi-Bazonks have begun to 
pursue us and the ransom is delayed 
our condition is altogether changed. 
"Therefore, I beg you to hasten send­ 
ing the ransom demanded and that as 
energetically as possible. 
Yon will rep­ 
resent to the Turkish government that 
it stop pursuit of us by soldiers aud 
Bushi-Bazonks, otherwise we shall b i 
killed by the people in whose hands we 
are. 
I pray you to communicate w ith­ 
out delay the contents of this letter to 
the representative of the United States 
at the porte and request his most seri­ 
ous oo-operation. 
Pray for us. 
We are 
at peace with God. 
With hearty salu­ 
tations, your friend, 
“ ELLEN M. STONE.”

Affairs in China have resumed their 
aurin,i; state, the commissioner said in 
I an kxterview. He did not anticipate any 
fnrflier outbreak, but there was no tell­ 
ing what woald happen in Chmn. 
The 
socalled insurrections in Kau ga and 
Manchuria, he said, were simply local 
uprisings which had been very much 
exaggerated. 
Three hundred Chinese troops enter­ 
ed Pekin on Sept. 17 and the keys of 
the gates were handed over to Prinoe 
Ching with elaborate and brilliant cere­ 
monies. 
All the foreign troops were 
withdrawn with the exception of the 
legation guards and guards at the rail­ 
way stations. 
Sine*, the Tien Tsin af­ 
fair there had been no trouble over the 
railway from the coast to Pe kin, which 
is controlled by the British. In fact,the 
commercial interests seemed to be tak­ 
ing charge of the country and a com­ 
mission was being organised to conduct 
commercial negotiations with China. 
This commission will revise the treaties 
and arrange for the opening of more 
porta. The commissioner is of opinion 
•he* work of the commission will bring 
about a much better state of affairs. 
The British and Chinese members of 
the commission hare already been ap­ 
pointed and the other nations had been 
asked to name their representatives. 
Before Mr. Rockhill left Pekin the 
Chinese troops had commenced to police 
the city. 
The people, he said, had been 
benefited by the occupation, they hav­ 
ing been given work rebuilding the le­ 
gations, aud on other work on wages 
which they had never dreamed of.

Bryan is head and shoul­ 


ders above any other town in Cen­ 


tral Texas, as a business point, or 


any place in the state with a popu­ 


lation net exceeding 5,000. 
But we are not yet through with 


our lesson in banking. 
W e have 
before us the sworn s ^ p m e n ts of 
the cashiers of the Merchants’ and 
Planters’ National bank and the 
Frat National bank, of Bryan, and 
also of the First National bank and 
Citizens National bank, of Nava­ 
sota. 
The latter are published in 
the Navasota Daily Exam iner and 
all four statements are issued un ­ 
der the same date, as the law re* 
quires, “at the close of business 
Sept. 30, 1901.” 
We find the to­ 
tal loans and discounts of the B ry­ 
an banks are $460,707.74, and the 
total loans and discounts of the 
Navasota banks are $222,310.58, 
showing this item with the Bryan 
banks to be $238,397.16 heaviest, 
or more than double that of Nav- 
rsota. 
Passing on to the item of 
individual 
deposits 
subject to 
check, which shows the real bun- 
ness status of the two towns, the 
Eagle finds that the Bryan banks 
have individual deposits, subject 
to check, aggregating $500,685.19, 
and the Navasota banks have in ­ 
dividual deposits, subject to check,

The Eagle has no desire to re­ 
flect on the Navasota banks; they 
are conducted by gentlemen who 
are thorough business men, and as 
suggested above, are no doubt ad­ 
equate to the demands of the bus­ 
iness interests of that city.

may also add that the Eagle did 
not begin this controversy, but 
simply raised its voice in defense 
of Bryan— when its 'nome town 
was attacked.

New York, Ooh IS.—According lo a 
dispatch to The Journal from Sofia, fur­ 
ther word has come from Miss Stone in 
the following undated letter, written 
from Macedonia to W. W. Peel, treas­ 
urer of Turkish missions in Constanti­ 
nople: 
“My Honored Friend—I write to in­ 
form you on the 3rd of September I was 
captured by a great number of armed 
men—some 40—as I traveled from Bau- 
sko to Diumalia with about 12 teachers, 
students aud others. 
“They took with me for my compan­ 
ion Mrs. Catherine Tsilka. Tho reason 
why they captured me is for ransom. 
The price which they demand for us is 
£25,000, Turkish, which sum must be 
paid in gold, aud this entirely without 
the knowledge of the Turkish or Bulga­ 
rian governments, within the term of 
18 days from today. 
“The condition of Mrs. Tsilka decided 
the limit as she is to give birth to a 
child in three months. 
“ We are pursued by a Turkish army. 
I beg Dr. Haskell himself to go to Con­ 
stantinople and exert himself for the 
payment of the ransom at Samakoy, 
where men will receive it on present­ 
ing an order from me.

Baahi-Bazooka, otherwise we shall bi 
killed by the people in whose hands wa 
are. I pray you to communicate with­ 
out delay the contents of this letter to 
the representative of the United States 
at the parte and request his most seri­ 
ous co-operation. 
Pray for us.
